The Smallest Watch in the World. 

A srnt.ll, gold penholder, resting in a 
rich velvet case, lay on a jeweler's show- 
tase in John street, last week. The end 
»f the holder was shaped like an elon- 
gated cube, and was an inch long. A 
faint musical ticking that issued from 
it attracted a customer's attention. The 
jeweler lifted the holder from the case, 
with a smile; and exhibited a tiny watch 
dial, l-16th of an inch in diameter, set 
in the side between two other dials 
almost as small. One indicated the day, 
and the other the month of the year. 
The center dial ticked off seconds, min- 
utes and hours. 

"This is the smallest watch ever 
made," the jeweler said, "and the only 
one of its kind in the world.
